Camp 
played fullback on his freshman team 
two years ago, but not until last week 
was he given a tryout in the backfield on 
the varsity. Had it not been for Yale’s 
poor punting in the West Point game, 
Camp would doubtless still be enrolled 
among the candidates for end. As -it 
Camp has already won the distinction of 
being one of the most valuable backfield 
candidates on the entire Yale squad. As 
a punter he has no equal at Yale, for 
both distance and accuracy. 

The problem of developing a quarter- 
back who might serve as a substitute for 
Captain Howe seems practically solved 
now that Strout has returned to the 
game again. Until a week ago Strout had 
decided never to play football again be- 
cause of parential objections. He had been 
acting as assistant freshman football 
coach. Strout was reguiar quarterback 
on the varsity eleven here last 
up to the Princeton game when Captain 
Howe succeeded him. Being a very 
gressive player as well as a field general 
of no mean ability, Strout should prove 
to be a valuable man in the absence of 
Captain Howe. 

St. Germain, the 205 pound guard, 
gradually developing into a valuable for- 
ward, though he still lacks somewhat thie 
essential qualities of speed and ageres- 
siveness. Germain came to Yale a vear ago 
from the Carlisle Indian school where he 
had played on the eleven one season. 
With more development he should find 
a place at one of the guards before the 
ond of the season. Cooney ’]4 is also tak- 
ng long strides toward a position at 
ruard on the first eleven. Though slightly 
ighter he is much more aggressive than 
St. Germain. 

Mitchel, halfback, Dana, end. and Mart- 
ing, center, though still somewhat inex- 
perienced, all far surpassed the expecta- 
tions of the coaches by their playing 
Saturday. The feeling of confidence in 
the ability of Yale’s substitutes inspired 
by their work in the Colgate game has 
created a most optimistic view of the 
football situation here. It no longer 
seems likely that Yale will be outpunted 
by her opponents in the big game, nor 
does it seem possible that “the eleven 
will be demoralized by a possible forced 
etirement of Captain ‘Howe from the 
rame. There is one great problem, how- 
ever, which is giving not a little anxiety 
so the coaches—the development of a 
. fast pair of ends. 

Bomeisler and Gallauer are without 
doubt the strongest pair of ends that 
Yale has had in many vears, but thus far 
this season neither has had the experi- 
ence of intercollegiate games.

Then pack the fruit in jars, and 
keep closely covered with syrup, if 
wanted for future use. The jars may be 
simply covered with paper caps closely 
tied down. When required for the dry 
candying, remove the fruit from the 
syrup*the day before it is to be used. 
Place on a platter and let it dry slowly 
in a moderately warm oven; roll each 
piece of fruit in sugar before the final 
drying, or sprinkle thickly with chopped 
nuts. 
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OME-MADE candied fruits make 
delicious sweetmeats for festive oc- 
casions, without proving expensive. When 
intelligently prepared, they will rival in 
texture, flavor and quality the costly 
candied fruits that are secured from the 
confectioners. For those required for 
winter use, preparations should be made 
in the season of fresh fruits; as fruits 
canned in the ordinary manner cannot be 
readily candied in good form. The small, 
soft fruits and berries are not desirable, 
says Suburban Life, but, during October 
and November, the late pears and quin- 
ces, the firm-textured plums, and, at any

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EARLY THEOCRACY IS ALLEGED 


Limitation of Voting Power of Massachusetts Settlers to Church Members Is 
Basis of Controversy Regarding Ecclesiastical Intent

NDER this Charter of March 4, 

1628-9, the first settlers of Massa- | 
chusetts Bay prepared to embark on 
the undertaking of establishing a gov- 
ernment in New England. Soon after- 
wards the charter itself was brought 
over to the Massachusetts Colony, when 
Winthrop and his fleet set sail, and 
thus virtually the whole interior govern- 
ment of Massachusetts was in the set- 
tlers’ hands. A board of trade was left 
in London at the same time, but it 
came to nothing (“Memorial History of 
Boston,” Vol. 1. p. 355, note). Whether 
such powers of legislation as the col- 
onists took to themselves under the 
charter could be construed from that 
instrument, is a matter on which we 
do not have to take sides in this place. 
What may be affirmed, however, is that 
they did so take these powers, con- | 
tinued them until the time of the sec- 
ond charter and by their exercise founded 
by usage and prescription that body 
of political habits that made New 
England's part in the revolution of 1776 a 
possibility. The regulations that they 
made for their own government were 
of various sorts, the principal one in 
which we are interested being that 
none but church members might vote. 
It would be hard to find in the charter. 
any power to limit the suffrage in this 
way, but such was the law passed by 
the g_neral court, a body composed of 
18 assistants and of a second chamber 
of representatives, elected by the free- 
men, This law-was passed in 1633.

not so much directly as by those means 
that all privileged spiritual classes have 
made familiar to the world for centuries.

means conspicuous for candor in its re- 
lation of certain phases of Massachusetts | 
history. Finally in ‘our own day, we | 
have the advantages of seeing such books | 
as C. F. Adams’s “Three Episodes of 
Massachusetts History” and _ Brooks 
Adams’s “The Emancipation of Massa- 
chusetts.” Both these writers treat the 
question of the influence of the clergy 
ir. New England with learning and great 
independence of thought. On the other 
hand. we have defenders of the old order 
of things, or rather those that seek to 
_ show that there was no theocracy in Mas- 
sachusetts. Of these, one muy read Hor- 
ace Ware’s excellent paper, “Was Massa- 
chusetts a Theocracy?” in Volume X of 
the publications of the Massachusetts 
Colonial Society.: In such a paper one 
may see contended with acumen and 
learning that the civil government con- 
‘rolled the church in Massachusetts, rather 
than the church the civil government. 
Another paper by the same author has 
much in it. (“The Charter and the 
Men,” Society “of Colonial Wars in Mas- 
sachusetts, 190.) Without doubt the 
civil government was paramount, on pa- 
per, but we reserve to ourselves a doubt 
whether it were really Hutchinson 
gives a letter «of John Cotton to Lord 
Say and Seale written in 1636, in which 
Cotton touches on these matters.

Thus, he says, they 
were naturally led to use their influence 
/on the people. He says in a note on page 
372, supra, “A constant watch was kept 
over the churches by the magistrates; 
‘and when any contention or disorder 
arose in a church, it was recommended 
to some of the neighboring churches to 
| inquire into the causes thereof.” But we 
‘feel inclined to think as well that if 
the magistrates kept watch over the 
churches, the ministers kept watch over 
the people. 

It is not within the scope of these pa- 
pers to go into the controversies be- 
tween the Government of Massachusetts 
Bay and the Gortonists, the Antinomians 
or the Quakers. What we are to fix in our 
memories is that the colony had a charter 
from Charles, that from this charter the 
colonists deduced certain political rights of 
self-government, among which was one 
that they exercised in the shape of a law 
that no one should vote that was not a 
church member and that this power, 
whether justified or not, was exercised 
by the colony until the charter was lost.

BISPHAM SINGS IN ENGLISH 

David Bispham gave 
in English at Jordan hall Monday af- 
ternoon, performing works of various 
-uropean schools and a group of Ameri- 
ean pieces, Ile also read Longfellow’s 
‘King Robert of Sicily” to the accom- 
panying music of Rosetter G. Cole. Mr. 
Bispham annoted his program with crit- 
ical and explanatory remarks, 
the attention of his audience in an ex- 
traordinary way for a recital artist. 
There scarcely a song in which 
every word delivered by the singer did 
not distinctly carry to the listener. Mr. 
Bispham’s performance of comedy pieces, 
like Verdi’s “When I Was Page,” was 
especially effective. The assistant art- 
ists were Harry M. Gilbert, pianist, 
John P. Marshall, organist., the latter 
assisting in the King Robert piece. 

Put your rag-time pieces and your pop- 
ular sentimental songs out of sight when 
you see Mr. Bispham coming and place 
your Schubert album on the music rack 
of your piano, opening it to “Who is Syl- 
via?” Mayhap he will sing you that 
song for your advertising, your appre- 
ciation of good things. Have a piece or 
two by American composers at hand if 
possible, but discretion! Mr. Bispham is 
a discriminating champion of the native 
composer. Sidney Homer will be a safe 
American for you to have in evidence. 

Why is a David Bispham matinee a 
10 times more interesting affair than an 
afternoon with the usual vocal artist? 
Because Mr. Bispham has a definite idea 
of what he intends to accomplish, and 
because he means to add something to 
the artistic wealth of his listeners. Many 
singers seem to ask us: Now do you not 
think I,do Strauss’ “Cecilie” pretty well, 
compared with others vou have heard? 
Do you not think I have added a touch 
here and there that is quite new 
appealing? Mr. Bispham sings “Cecilie” 
as though he had just received the man- 
uscript from th composer and nobody 
had ever heard it. All works this bari. 
tone performs are produced for the first 
time at-his recital. There is nothing 
academic or historic about any of them. 
And there Mr. Bispham’s dramatic 
agination comes in. He makes 
thing as of the present moment. 
quaintness all goes ont of Purcell, 
example; seventeenth century 
becomes contemporaneous with us or we | 
with it. The distance between 
composer and modern listener reduces to 
nothing. 

A pleasant experience to hear King/ 
Robert, written in days when the tech- | 
nique of rounding a narrative to a con- 
clusion was more ingenuous than it is 
today.

Writer in London Times 
Says Newspapers Should 
Lead in Reforms but Are 
Unfit 


LACK PERSPECTIVE 


NEW YORK—Today’s issue of the 
New York Times contains excerpts from 
an article from the London Times on 
clean journalism, This is preceded by 
references to comments in the London 
papers on the passing of Joseph Pulitzer. 
“The article has the title, “American 
Journalism and the Influence of Joseph 
Pulitzer.” The excerpts follow: 

“The curious restlessness and aimless 
discontent which just now possess the 
American people show themselves in the 
disturbed. financial and political, condi- 
tions in the country, and the more 
thoughtful writers and speakers make

constant-complaint of what appears to 
be the popular incapacity to concentrate 
on any definite scheme of economic re- 
form. The country believes it is ill, 
and a hundred panaceas are offered it, 
but seemingly there is no physician of 
suflicient authority to tompel it to fol- 
low a definite line of tieatment. In 
such a situation one would naturally 
look to the daily press to give the peo- 
ple a lead, but it is precisely in the 
press that lack of concentration and 
absence of any unity of purpose are 
most apparent. Partly this is the result 
of geographical conditions. Still more 
however, it has been brought about by 
the definite personal influence of a few 
men, and there probably is only one man 
living, W. R. Hearst, whose influence 
has been at all comparable to that of 
Mr. Pulitzer.” 

After this exordium the writer de- 
scribes the American press as a whole 
as extremely local in character and 
color. National affairs are sacrificed, 
he says, to the country’s daily budget 
of crime and catastrophe. He goes on: 

“It is always difficult to tell how far 
a press creates the appetites in its read- 
ers to which it panders, how far it only 
prints what the public wants. In the 
historic conflict between Pulitzer and 
Hearst, which gave both its birth and 
its name to modern ‘yellow’ journalism, 
we may be assured that neither gentle- 
man started with the deliberate purpose 
of debauching the taste of half a conti- 
nent. The whirlwind struggle swept both 
the New York World and Journal out of 
normal courses into strange and unhal- 
lowed seas, and into those wild and un- 
charted waters the great part of the 
press of the country followed, whether 
voluntarily or not, who can say, and 
there, seemingly rudderless and with no 
recognizable standards of measurement 
or perspective, much of it still tosses.” 

The writer says that the American 
newspaper has a great difficulty to con- 
tend with in the appalling plethora of so- 
called news. The Associated Press fur- 
nishes each paper an average of 80,000 
words a day. 

“The result,” he says, “is a bewilder- 
ing flood of news through which it is 
difficult for the newspapers to lay an in- 
telligible course, and in such a multitude 
of matters, all approximately of equal 
importance or insignificance, any sys- 
tematic gradation, according to talues. 
seemed so hopeless that the attempt has 
‘been practically abandoned.” 

The Times writer then prints what he 
calls an analysis of the news on the 
front page of what is generally consid- 
ered one of the better and more conser- 
vative New York newspapers, and cites 
a dozen instances, such as the follow- 
ing: “How a crowd of 100 persons 
chased a dog supposed to be mad till it 
was shot by a policenfan, How two 
couples on Long Island, being divorced, 
remarried, each man taking the other's 
wife. How, in San Francisco, two dead 
Boston terriers were given a funeral at- 
tended by 100 other dogs.” “There was 
about an equal number,” he continues, 
“of other items of like character, which, 
however, Were redeemed from the same 
triviality because they recorded the loss 
of human lives. The rest of the page 
was occupied—thrust into the middle of 
this mess—with real news of the day, 
such as the assassination of Stolypin, 
the eruption of Etna, and a conference 
of the governors of the states of the 
Union. 

“It is difficult to believe that this lack 
of perspective, the daily presentment 
of the most trivial and often the most 
privately personal matters, as if they 
were part of the chief news of the world. 
can contribute to earnestness of purpose 
in the people or help them t6 take a 
wholesome view of the true value of 
things.” 

The conclusions to which the writer 
comes are as follows: “Most of the 
London dailies deliberately address 
themselves to the educated, thinking 
classes of the country, witereas the large 
American papers, with exceptions, the 
fewness of which makes them the more 
honorable, address themselves to an im- 
aginary specimen of the plain people. 
They scrupulously avoid talking a lan- 
guage which demands any measure of 
polite education for its comprehension, 
and the tastes to which they appeal are 
what they suppose to be the tastes of 
the greater number of the democratic 
mass, 

“The huge circulations of Mr. Pulitzer’s 
World and other papers seem to show 
that in their guess at those tastes they 
do not go far amiss, but no one is better 
aware than the editors of some, at least, 
of the great dailies that they won their 
circulations at the cost of ceasing to be)

Mitchell received from the senator today. 
Yesterday Mr. Mitchell, Rabbi Eichler, 
chairman of the central Jewish commit- 
tee; Rabbi Rubincwitz, president of Zion- 
ist council, and Rabbi Israeli, secretary 
of the central committee,.went to Mr. 
Lodge at Nahant and protested against 
the refusal of the Russian government 
to recognize passports in hands of Amer- 
ican Jews. They pointed out that this 
is not a Jewish question but a question 
of the American people. They urged 
upon him as a member of the committee 
of foreign affairs to use his influence 
to pass the resolution for the abrogation 
of the treaty which is now pending 
before both houses of Congress.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—George E. Rob- 
erts, director of the mint, says that the 
country’s banking system must ‘be re- 
formed in the interest of general busi- 
ness and not in the interest of specula- 
tion. He disagrees with James J. Hill 
that the National Reserve Association, 
the proposed plan of reform, should ac- 
cept stock exchange collateral as security 
for loans, and says the association should 
only loan on commercial paper arising 
out of day-to-day trade transctions. 

“I think the organization of the Na- 


tional Citizens League is one of the most 
promising signs of the times looking to 
banking and currency reform,” said Mr. 
Roberts.

A suRVIVING cog of governmental machinery 
originating in colonial days makes Massa- 
chusetts exceptional among the states. Her 
executives not only have to deal with legis!a- 
tures, but with a governors council—an 
executive cabinet as it were, save that it 1s 
elective and need not be and often 1s not in 
harmony with the Governor in his personal 
views and official policies. When the state 
has elected Democratic executives they have 
been forced to adjust themselves to the restraining power of this 
confirming body, overwhelmingly Republican. The measure of friction 
has varied with their differing temperamental qualities and also with 
their vigor of action as innovators. The ablest of these Democratic 
eovernors, William Ie. Russell, as the result of his experience, made 
a distinet issue, urging the advisability of the state doing away with 
this “vestigial remain,” this relic of the colonial past. levised for 
political conditions quite different trom) his time.

[t is quite likely that the next convention will be called upon 
to deal with the question of changing the basis of representation to 
the number of Republican votes cast. Congressional apportionment 
medsures take note of population only, but insurgent Republicans 
claim that this plan gives to the South, which is overwhelmingly 
Democratic, an influence in Republican party councils to which it is 
not entitled. It is not probable that a lesser body than the party 
itself, in convention assembled, would venture, or would be given 
authority, to deal with so important a matter. There is much to be 
said in favor of the insurgent contention; the difficulty will arise in 
finding where to draw the line if the basis of popular representation 
be once disturbed. “ 

The probabilities are that the Republican convention of next 
summer will be held in Chicago. © Assuming that Arizona and New 
Mexico shall have qualified as states in the meantime, tt will be 
composed of 1072 delegates, as against 980 delegates in the convention 
of 1908. ‘The increase is due almost wholly, of course, to the increase 
of members of the House of Representatives under the new appor- 
tionment, representation of .\rizona and New Mexico affecting it 
only slightly. ‘The basis of representation remains the same—two 
delegates for each United States senator, or tour at large for each 
state, and two also for each representative or each congressional 
district. The states making greatest gains in representation because 
of increase in population are: New York, 12; (Pennsylvania, 
eight: Oklahoma and California, six each; Illinois, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Texas and Washington, four each. Other states will 
either gain two each or be permitted to hold their present representa- 
tion. 

Proportionately, no state will have greater strength in the next 
convemion than in the last, although New York's delegation of 
ninety will look formidable enough when reported solid for any 
candidate. If the Empire state has gained, others have also, and 
<o Pennsylvania with its seventy-six, [linois with its fifty-eight, Ohio, 
with its forty-eight, Texas with its forty, and Massachusetts with its 
shirty-six, combined in greater or smaller groups, can create fa 
balance as some of them have often done in the past. \ 


Nor only in the northern states are the schools crowded this 
year. The forty-third academic year of Atlanta University opened 
up with a much increased attencdalice over previous Vears, It is 
teresting to note that in the teaching force Yale, Harvard, Dart- 
mouth, Wellesley, Mount Holyoke, Smith, Beloit and the University

All the more difficult has it been to bring the leaders or the mass on 
both sides to a point where they would be able to reason the matter 
upon common ground.

PITTSBURGH is very properly elated over the 
concession it has recently obtained through 
the efforts of the trafhe manager of its 
chamber of commerce, in behalt ot those 
who, for any reason, in the course of a 
journey which takes them through that city, 
would like to stop over there for a longer or 
shorter interval. In the past through tickets 
have so read that passengers were torced to 
use them for continuous trips. The traveler 
for business or pleasure. may now, under the terms of the new 
arrangeinent, purchase a ticket which will permit him to suspend 
his journeying at Pittsburgh for a season and to resume it again at 
a convenient time. 

Pittsburgh has long felt that if more people would see it, and 
could be made to understand it as it really 1s, more people would 
like it. It is a wonderful beehive of industry with its thousands 
of smokestacks, but it is far from being altogether material in its 
activities and aspirations. 

It does not appear from the published reports just to what 
degree the stopover privilege is to be granted; that is something, we 
should think, other cities also desirous of being seen by travelers 
across and up and down the country would quickly inquire into. 
This newspaper was one of the very first advocates ot a more liberal 
method of dealing with their patrons on the part of the railroad 
corporations ; we have favored the interchahgeable mnleage book and 
a general reform in the sxstem of selling trip tickets. The stopover 
idea, too, has found favor in these columns, and_as it 1s applied in 
Pittsburgh, or as it is to be applied there, we feel 1D will find favor 
with the whole country.
